Statement ot Views. 

“We are strongly in favor of limit- 
ing the number of hours per day and 
‘number of hours per week that opera- 
iors may work, 

“We are enthusiastic in our support 
'of a minimum wage, and we hope that 
the figure will be set on the high side 
To he specific, fer the textile industry 
we would be glad to approve a mini 
neim of S14 per week for the: south 
and S15 per week for the north. We 
think that the proposed minimum of 
S11 for the south and S12 for the 
north is far tee low. It must he clear 
to all responsible emplovers that the 
standard of living at 814 and S14 per 
week for the head of a family is barels 
satisfactory. 

“We, of course. do not Approve «of 
women working at night. nor of the 
employment of children at any time, 
aud we are in favor of a five-day week. 
It might interest you to know that for 
‘quite a number of years we have ob- 
served these rules in most of our in- 
| dustrial operations. 


“However, we are very much op- 


posed. to any limitation of the number | 


of hours per week or per day that ma 
chinery and equipment way be op- 
erated. We see nothing but good in 
‘operating the most efficient equipment 
the greatest possible number of hours, 
and any attempt to limit this we be- 
lieve would be against the dictates of 
sound economics, and would run 
counter to the best sociological prin 
ciples, 

“We understand that the textile in 
dustry 18 giving serious thought to an 
SO-Rour week for their machinery 
divided into two 40-hour shifts of eight 
hour davs. We believe that the eight- 
hour day and the 40-hour week would 
he excellent for cotton mills. but we 
think that in many instances three 
eight-hour shifts would be more ef- 
ficient than two eight-hour shifts-—— 
with the understanding, of course, that 
no women would be used on the night 
shift. 

Operate Efficient Equipment. 

“When a manufacturer has part of 

his equipment that is efficient and 
part that is inefficient, it must be 
, more profitable to the consumer and 
nore in line with sound svecial prac- 
tices to operate the efficient units and 
‘shut down the inefficient units; 
it another way—it would be infinitely 
more profitable to the consumer, pro- 
| ducer and dealer if the efficient units 
| were to operate 24 hours a day as 
many days as possible.
